Lekinitz, Silesia, Sept." 19 — The 
grand autumn maneuvers of the Ger- 
man army concluded to-daj' near 
Leiguilz, after thrco d.ays of shain 
battle by two anny corjxs, each con- 
sisting of 3U,0UU men, the lifth com- 
manded by General Vondorchback 
and the sixth by General Tumptiug. 
The ground on which tho maueuveis 
look place was mainly the scene of 
Bluchor's victory over Maedonald, on 
^ho Kotzbach river, in ISi:;. Tho lifth 
corps represented Bluchers army, and 
the sixth that of the . foe. The sixth 
was yirtually defeated by being pre- 
vented from advancini,' on Leigiiitz. 

"•^il tho third day the sixth corps suc- 
ceeded in jjrossing the tiflli back on 
Ijoiguitz. Each day tho sccuu was 
brilliant in tho extreme. The contest 
for the passage of the river Kutzhaeh 
on Friday morning, resembled a real 
more than a sham battle.^ The battle- 
ground was nine luiios in diameter. 
The valley of the Katzl sh was at 
times onveloi)ed in smoke from artil- 
lery and infantry. The contest con- 
cluded to-day by storminy of the 
bights near llotli]i.ir<-k and rosultod in 
a victory for tiio sixth corps. The 
eniparor watched the luaiiinuvers, ni> 
companiod by Von Moltke. Tho 
Americans present were Quartermas- 
ter Moigs, his sou Lt. Newcoml), Col- 
onels Dickenson and WoodrutV. The 
troojjs bivouacod on the (leld of bat- 
tle, their cam p liroH extended a cir- 
cuinferen(!o of lift con miles. The 
whole presented a maguiliceut specta- 
cle, and in every particular resembled 

9if. real battle. 

Fiji Isliuuls. 

The newly-appointed Governor, S'r 
Arthur (iordon, arrived at the Islands 
June 201 li. A foaifnl ciiidomic ])ro- 
inils !i;;;i)!ig the iiali\t;s uf the I'^ijis in 
the fm'm of measles, and ouo-tliird of 
ihe natives had died fruni its idl'ccts in 
about four mouth's time. Tlie disease 
is said to have come from an Englisli 
man-of-war which visited tho Islands 
*omo months since, Tho naf.ivcs be- 
iuo- rather superstitions, tliink the 
disease was hnm/^dit then; l-iy Iho 
whites to extonniiialo Ihoin. The 
islanders were becoming civilized; 
but when this disease began to spread 
among them they became frantic and 
fled, and will likely use the whites 
roughly. The authority states that 
this fearful disease will kill the entire 
^'>pulation in a short time, if uncheck- 
ed.

The Fenians made a demonstration 
nt Clnyno, at tho funeral of j\Ii(dioal 
O'Brien, fatiierof one of the murderers 
of Sergeant Brett, who was hanged at 
Manchester. Two thousands persons 
are said to have followed the old 
man's remains a distance often miles, 
and HviU of them wore groou sashes 
and rosettes mixed with crape. 

A great county teniDoraiico domon- 
straiion took place on tho 2.")th Aug., 
at Sir Wilfrid Lawsou's neat. Brayton 
Hall, near Carlisle. In spite of un- 
favourable weather, an iiumeijso num- 
ber of iicrsons wore jiresent, and an 
open-nir inoeting was hohl, pi-esided 
over by Sir ^\'llfrid L;iwson, ul whieli 
resolutiims were adojited calling up- 
on Parliament to deal directly and 
etliciently with the liquor traflio, aud 
also upon all citizens to unite in an 
earnest national crusade against tlu; 
iniquitous system of the legalized sale 
of intoxicating liquors. Mr. Thomas 
Burt, 'SL. v., was one of the sjjcakcrs. 

five, i)uys deseribed as "vouiig 
gontlumon," wore summoned by the 
Hoyal Society for Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Animals, at Breutford Petty 
Sessions on Aug. 21st, for torturing "a 
cat. Tho defendants were said to bo- 
long "to respectable families" They 
bad sot a dog upon a cat, aud the cat 
was killed. The Society, however, 
olVored no evidence, and tho boys 
wore ciiscliarged, one of tho mngistra- 
tes(Mr. Montgomery) remarking that, 
had the defendants been poou boys, 
instead of young gentlemen, no doubt 
they would have been sent to prison. 

The tirst case to bo brought before 
tho Public Worship Court will l<o that 
of the Hector of St. I'etor's, Polko- 
stono, charged with ritualistic practi- 
ces. 

Mr. Wy 1 Griffith, of Llanfair Hall, 
Carnarvonshire, and his footman,

bathing in Monai Straits. Mr. (irif- 
tith lost his life in endeavoring to save 
that of his servant, who was seized 
with cramp in the watex.

A man, thirty years of age, a plate- 
layer on tho Settle and Carlisle Rail- 
way, has hanged himself on a post in 
a public drying ground at Cailisl(\ 
Before iloiug so he wrote, witha 2)iei.:0 
of chalk, on a neighboring wall the 
following message: -"I take tho ]deas- 
uro of writing these few lines, if it will 
be a warning to all young mou to nev- 
er live with a mother-in-law. Now 1 
end my miserable life." 

X Slirewsliury publican, while digg 
iiig in hia cellar, which is in tho centre 
of the town, struck a vein of mineral, 
which proved on investigation to be 
quicksilver. A sample, consisting of 
noiirly sixteen pounds of pure refined 
quicksilver, is now on exhibition. 

At the Sheffield Brewster Sessions, 
a petition signed by 1,.jOO women was 
presented against granting new licen- 
ses for the sale of intoxicating li(piors, 
aud in favor of diminishing tho num- 
ber of existing licenses. Tho magis- 
trates replied that they would con- 
sider each ajiplication on its individu- 
al merits. One of the magistrates 
added that it was a mistake to suppose 
licensed victuallers had any interest in 
promoting drunkenness, for a man 
who got drunk was the publican's 
worst enemy.

Sir Alexander Gait, a wealthy retir- 
ed Consorvativo ]>olilician and ox-Miu- 
islor of Canada, im advocato of Indo- 
poudoiiee, nnd a heavy bondholder in 
Aniorieiui riiilwuys, lins written 11 lottfir 
on public nll'airs to a I'riond inCanuda 
who has piveu it to tho Pres.s. Ainoiig- 
oilier niatteis, tlio Pacilic Rtiihvay 
eoino.M in for a shiirct of the ^'allaut 
Kiii^^ht's lUtoniioii. Ho Kays: 

" ito.spoeting tho liabilitioa of the 
country, I look with the greatest alarm 
at thoir rajnd aud enormous increase. 
Coiiimeuced by Sir John, and continu- 
ed and enclorBod by Mr. ^Mackenzie, 
fliey arc aiip^nientiiir' in ii ratio far ex- 
i'ec'diii;_; any po.^si l)lo groivfli of our 
popiilaLioii or rosources, and muat iii- 
ovilubly Hooii reach such a point as 
will •j^'i iovously press upon our indua- 
try. Though OMiioiiditure may for tho 
niomcut add to the busiueas activity 
of the oouiitry, aud bo useful at (i 
peiiiel of sei'ioiiH comiuorciiii ileiiros- 
siim, yet if such outlay be uot ro-pro- 
diietivo a very early day, it is evident 
thai tho taxation ineidiMif, to it will 
proves ail iiitnlorablo burden. 

"Much of this |)roposed outlay has, 1 
feai-, reached a point whoio it cannot be 
arrested !uid, in fairniiss, this remark 
must apply to the condition of things 
which tho present Govorumeut found on 
assuming otllce. But there is one under- 
taking of stupondous mAgnitude which 
may yet bo consiih'red as within oontrol. 
1 ailudo to the Pacillc Railway. On this 
sniijeet, uiui'h as 1 was o])po8ed to the 
scheme adi>|ited by the late Oovoriiment, 
I confess i view with much greater apj)ro- 
Liension tho present policy, and I rejoice 
at tho partial check it received in the ro- 
?eotion by the Senate of the Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo Railway. 

" I entirely adoi)t the views enuDoiatod 
by Mr. Blako renpecting the Pociflo Rail- 
way and our relations to British Colum- 
bia prior to his joiuiiig tho Oovornmout; 
and if J could reasonably hope that tho.ie 
o])inions would henceforward bc> those of 
his coileagues, I should on this subject 
bo their supporter and folio ft-er. I con- 
sider tho proposition jjerfectly monstrous 
that for the sakoof tho sparse population 
on tlio Pacific Coast the prosperity of ths 
four millions of people east of Lake Su- 
perior should bo arrested and thoir poli- 
tical independence jeopardized. No ouo 
wdio o'oserves tho state of the country can 
doubt, that it is of tho last importance 
Canada should, in its pablio barthens 
afford a marked contrast to the United 
States. ChoapnesH is tho Hot-olV wo have 
to offer tho emigrant against tho milder 
climate of tho South. High taxation, 
which must he by Customs duties, ap- 
proxiinalos our condition to that of the 
United States, must exasperate our fellow- 
subjects in Great Britain, and thus 'i>y 
double action weaken the ties that bind 
UH to tho M.ither Country and also our in- 
iluceiiKiiits to maintain our own system of 
(iovernniHut as opposed to that of the 
United States. 

" 1 believe nine toiiths of the peoiile of 
Canada are cenvincod tliat the construc- 
tion of the Pacitio Railway ia at this time, 
and will bo for many long years, wholly 
unneeessary ; tliey ke.ow tho cost will bo 
prodigiiMis, mid nil o:ie !it to govern the 
country can be ignorant of the fatal con- 
soiiue'uces of undertaking such an out- 
lay. The frank and honest courso is to 
tell British Columbia that the ougogo- 
ment was improvident, and its falfilment 
impossible; to ofTer reasonable equiva- 
lents for its abandonment, and failing 
agreement, to iiitiinato our acquiescence 
in her rotirecieut from the Confodoration. 
She cannot complain that tho connection 
has thus far been injurious to hor— sho 
would still romain in tho Empire, and 
subject to the Queen. I do not consider 
b )t ween members of tho same Empire 
public faith can bo construed to entail 
tlie most disiuoportionato sacrifices by 
the greater foi' the less, even if not involv- 
ing 1)1. til ii> eirnimon ruin. Public faith, 
in my opinion, is in a much more sacred 
way pledged to the jiulilic creditor, and 
it is certain that an enormous iuoroaso of 
debt, atten.led b^- exhaustive taxation, 
woiihl most seriously affoiit his position. 

It is, however, certain that even wero 
tin. Pacific Railway disposed of, tho other 
engagement:) luade and pli.'dges given re- 
specting the (.'anal systiMU and other 
worlis will task the resources of tlio coun- 
try for years to come. Aud wo »ro 
brought to face thoso liabilities with de- 
pressed trade and industry, and oonse- 
(inoiitly a failing revenue. Tho problem 
IS not an easy one, and as increased taxa- 
tion appoars inevitable, the readjustment 
thereof becomes the leading question of 
the day."

Two i)has(^s of thought or feeling pro- 
doininalo in Sir Alexander's mind. The 
(Hie is alarm, llin other impatience or ir- 
ritation. The first tiiki^s the form of an 
anathonia ag-iinst tlie present rato of pub- 
lic exiuiiiditnre ; tho second, of an invo- 
cation to retaliitle upon tlie American 
protective ))oliey. T'lio practical remill 
of Sir Alex.mder's nieilitations wouhl bo, 
(1) the discontin'i.ini!0 of tho work of 
oon&tructing thePaoilio Railway, oud (2) 
tho roudjustment of the tariff on a priuci- 
plfl avow(!dl3' hostile to tho United States. 
We iii.iy n ni^irk here that it is somewhat 
new to lind Sir Alexander (ialt figuring 
in the garb of an eeiuioini.sl. In tho hey- 
day of his pidilical youth, in the days 
when (.u and Trunk and other groat rail 
woy Bch(iini\s wero in prospect, it was cer- 
tainly not Sir Alexander who shut down 
tho brakes upmi pulilio expenditure in the 
direction of iniproveinent and i)rogrt;sn. 
Now, with the advance of years, with a 
past to loidi hark U|ion ratlnu' than a fii- 
tiiro lo contemplate, out of odice, and in- 
clined for niudilation rather tiiau action, 
Sir Alexander seoa only ruin in tho 
Bohomo that has been in ono form or other 
adopted as n uooeaiity by two Miuistrioi, 
lupported by tho aotioa of two Parlia- 



ments, and regarded as a matter aottled 
beyond dispute by the people at large. 
We are not much surprised, therefore, 
that Sir Alexander Gait should feel, na 
the tono of his oddress implies, some- 
what loncHomo and sad, and rather as one 
does who pens hiit valedictory in despair, 
than aa he would who girds on his armor 
for llio light. 

Sir Alexander treath the Pacific Rail- 
way as though its construction had refer- 
ence to the connection of British Colum- 
bia with tho Dominion alone. "Tho frank 
aud honost courso is," ho says, "to toll 
British Columbia that the engagement 
was imprudent, aud its fulfilment impos- 
sible ; to offer reasonable equivalents for 
its abandonment, and failing agreement, 
to intimate our acquiescence in her re- 
tirement from tho Confederation." Tho 
only courso Sir Alexander sees open when 
wo have made a bad bargain is" to repu- 
diate it, and to tell tho other party we 
will "acnuioHco" in his accepting our ro- 
jiudiatioii. This ia certainly, if uot alto- 
gether a novel method of getting out of a 
dillicult^', hardly a slatosmanlike one. 
Notwithstanding that Sir Alexander finds 
it impoBsiblo to agree with Mr. Macken- 
zie, tho latter must have tho credit of 
meeting tho Pacific Railwfiy difliculty in 
a niannor more con.sistcnt with a regard 
for tho uatiimal character, as well as more 
likely in the end to serve I lie intorests of 
lhi\ countr}-. Tho original contruot to 
build the Pacific Railroad in ten years 
was impossible of accomplishment. It 
ia only just to Mr. Mackeu'/tio to recollect 
that he at all events has oljtaiuod for th* 
Dominion far easier terms. Tho Domin- 
ion, under his auspices, has been relieved 
of the obligation to ljuild tho eastern sec- 
tion of tho road from Lake Nipissing to 
Thunder Bay within any specified period, 
and he has obtained twenty years inatoail 
of ten years as the time for building tho 
remaining ]iorti"n. The grand object is 
to secure tlio settleiiient of our North- 
western Territories siuiultaneoiisly with 
the progress of tlio railway. If this bo 
done, tho burden will bo lightened, and 
tlie ihial accomplishment of the work 
made easy, Sir Alexander Gait will 
hardly argue in favor of leaving tho 
North-west in its present state of isola- 
tion and semi-civilization. Yet the only 
couceivablo modo of facilitating its pro- 
gress and colonization is by making rail- 
way communications. Otherwise we have 
competitors not far off who will supply 
to thoir western lands what wo withhold, 
and leave ua with all tho respousibilitios 
the acquisition of the North-west entails, 
aud none of its advantages. We have to 
look at the Pacific Railway scheme in its 
entirety, not simply as a boon to British 
Columbia at the expenso of the whole 
Confederation. Sir Alexander Gait haz- 
ards the opinion that "uine-tontha of tho 
people of Canada" are opposed to tho 
const ruction of the Pacific Railway. He 
would be nearer the mark if he said that 
nine-tenths of the people of Canada were 
favorable to the ooiistruction of tho Pa- 
cific Railway with prudence, economy, 
and discretion to direct itsprogress, aud 
utterly opposed to Sir Alexander Gait's 
theory of repudiation.

As totlio Pacific Railway, wedifTar from 
tho ex-Ministor of Finance lolo ctulo, 
though wo do not entertain tho first par- 
ticle of doubt that tho country will pay u 
heavy penalty for the substitution of Mr. 
Mackenzie's railway policy for that of the 
former (tovernmont. In this matter faith 
must bo kept with the Empire and British 
Oidumbia, and in the keeping of this 
faith there will be an ample reward in 
the devolo|;mentof our own great North- 
west country. 

(I..nnann AdvertlBer, llefonn.J 
If the Pacific Railway was the only 
groat public work in contoiuplatiou, Ca- 
nada would not havo so great reason to 
shrink from the undertaking. Thoro are 
many other proposed oxponditures which 
in tho aggregate must swell our indebt- 
edness to an alarming figure, We have 
already protested against any movement 
in the direction of completing the Pacific 
Hallway faster than the line is actually 
reiinired by the iiecossities of tho territo- 
ry through whiidi it will pass. Because 
a set of men promised an impo»sil)ility, 
there ia no reason that wiser men should 
invite disaster in a vain attempt to re- 
deem their predecessors' pledge. To bo 
more specific, we are of opinion that the 
demands or threats of Columbia should 
not weigh at all in determining the rate 
of coiisttiictiou of th(< Pacific Railway. 
Tho wants of the territory to bo served 
should only be coiisidi.'red. and tho abili- 
ty of the tax-payers to sustain the burden 
should not for a moment bo forgotten. 
The opening up of a highway to tho 
prairio land of tho Northwest, first by an 
immediate rail connection withjtlio Amer- 
ican railway system, and as soon as poss- 
ible by a lino over our own territory, is 
an urg(uit nooossity and need not overtax 
our resources, since jiresont advantage ia 
to bo t:dien of the navigable Waters. So 
on tho Pacifio coast, a coinmoncomont 
mav be made to tho line where there is 
liopulation to require it, or a place for 
settlement that will be sure of liopula- 
tion. Tho coin[)lotioii of tho whole traiis- 
continontal road may well bo loft for an- 
other generation, when a loss proiiorfion 
of its course will bo through uninhabited 
country. The Dominion Government is 
under a moral obligation to bnild^a trunk 
lino of railway to assist in tho devolop- 
UKUit of the country and to help the jioo- 
pie to move the jn-oducts of thoir indus- 
try to market. It is not bound toexiioiid 
publio money to furnish work for set- 
tlors or contracts for local capitalist.'?, nor 
is it bound to regard tho demands of 
those who want to be enriched at the ex- 
pense of others.

GENTLEMEN:— As a'gonoral election 
for niernbcrs to rei)rese!it you in tho Lo- 
cal Parliament of this I'rovinco is about 
to take place, 1 have determined, iu ac- 
cordance with a very general request of 
tho electors of your District, to ofl'er my- 
self as a candidate. 

Tho early date at which I hear tho 
elections are to be hold will prevent my 
meeting you personally, as I had intend- 
ed. I tho i-eforo take this opportiinily of 
giving you my views on some of the most 
important questions that are likely to oc- 
cupy the attention of the next Legisla- 
tu re. 

The Indian question I consider of the 
greatest iuiportauco, and one that should 
bo attended to at the earliest possible 
moment. Living, as I do, amongst a 
])ortion of the most discontented, I speak 
witli authority when J s.ay that unless a 
spootiy settlement is arrived al, consc- 
(^ueiices of a very grave naturo are likely 
to arise. Tho Indians are not unreason- 
able in their deiiiacds; what they want is 
a fair eettlenicDt, and I cannot see why 
this should not bave taken ploce almost 
immediately after Clonfederation. 

The school systom of lliis I'rovinco 1 
oouHider good, ami with the siii'C(-,s.s ap- 
jiaront tliiil has attended the boarding 
F.chool at Claclie Creek, 1 would advocate 
a further e.xpeiiditui'n in that direction, 
and considor that Kamloops aud other 
portions of this large Province should 
have institutions erected of a like charac- 
ter. 

Tlii> forinaliiin of Agricultural Societiea 
throughout tlif«*I'ruviiice, you are itwaro, 
1 have for soiiie time advocated, and I 
would .sii[»port any mcitrturo giving a lib- 
eral gi-aut of money to aid such societies. 
It will be the means of bringing farmers 
and stook-raiserB together, of comparing 
stock and inducing tlio importation of 
good blood. 

Tho early coniMienceiiieiit of the Rail- 
way on the Miiiniand of IJritish Columbia 
is of the groatest iinpoituni'e to the set- 
tlers in this Koi'tioii of our Province. 

Tlu; Into lu'gotiiil iiiiis that have taken 
place with rcgiiril til a rrla.\ation of the 
Terms of Union I have been opjiosed to. 
and consider that under nociroumstanees 
should they have been entered into witli- 
iiiit c.inHiiltiiig tho [loojile. They have, 
liiipliily for lbs, been unsuccessful, but as 
it IS reported that fresh negotiations ure 
likely to take ])lace an.l the .[ue.stion must 
lie considered at an eai ly date by our Lo- 
cal Govornmcnt, 1 would support no 
Government who in treating with tbe Do- 
minion Government did not insist on an 
early coininenceiiient of railway construc- 
tion on till! Mainland, and an equal dis- 
tribution between N'aneouver Island and 
the Mainland of any roiiipensat ion that 
might bo oll'ered for the nonfulliliiieut of 
the Terras of Union. 1 consider tbat 
should fresh negotiations take place some 
arrangement shonlil be como to with the 
Doiiiiiiioti ( iovernineiit hy which our 
Tariir should he so nioilille.l as lo i;ivo 
us some protection for our stock interest. 

Should you, geiitleiiicii, do mo tlie 
hoiun- of electing me as one of your re- 
lireseiitiitives, I shall feel it always my 
duly to advocate tho expenditure of pub- 
lic monies on public works as far as the 
revenue of the Province will allow, but 
that only on works of a reprotluotivo 
clianiclor. 

I consider that tho Government of the 
Province should be carried on with the 
strictest economy compaliiblo with pub- 
lic ofSeienoy; that taxation should l)o 
equalized so that tho rich man pay his 
fair projiortion with the jioor, which is 
not the case now. I trust that tlioHO views
